SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Astride, also known as Astride: An Erotic Journey Of Daydreams 
And Delicious Delights is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The book is representative of the genre of "women's erotica". It contains extensive and 
explicit descriptions of sexual activity, presented for the sexual stimulation of women 
readers. It includes several passages describing sado-masochistic sexual practices. 
There is some social value in the book's exploration and affirmation of women's 
sexuality. However, the Classification Office considers that the book's treatment of sex 
renders it unsuitable for children and young persons, who do not have the experience 
or maturity to deal with sexual matters presented in the form of explicit fantasies for 
adults. Because of the likelihood of injury to the public good arising from the availability 
of the book to children and young persons, a restriction limiting its availability to adult 
readers is required. 

The likelihood of injury to the public good arising from the availability of the publication 
has been weighed against the right to freedom of expression set out in s14 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. A classification restricting the availability of the 
publication to adults represents the minimum interference with the freedom of 
expression consistent with preventing injury to the public good. The Classification 
Office is therefore of the view that a restricted classification is both reasonable and 
demonstrably justified. 
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
